EW YORK, Dec. 26.—One of the 
Weirdest storms the East has 
seen in many years—rain, hail 

and snow, accompanied by thunder 
and lightning and a gale that reached 
a maximum velocity of ninety miles 
an hour—descended from the north- 
west early today as the aftermath of 
a Christmas fog. 

It indirectly caused seven deaths in 
this city, carried down telegraph 
wires, damaged shipping, crippled rail- 
road traffic and caused considerable 
property damage. 

The phenomenon of thunder and 
lightning in the midst of a driving 
snow, awakened New Yorkers at the 
height of the storm about 7 o'clock 
this morning. A gale from the south, 
accompanied by rain, had been blow- 
ing during the night, but the tem- 
perature dropped during the early 
hours, turning the rain to hall and 
then to snow. The local Weather 
Bureau reported a total precipitation 
of 5.2 inches, of which 2.8 was snow.

Before I went to the war zone I 
had a vague idea that the Austrians 
and the Germans were cut off the 
same piece of cloth and that there 


couldn't be much difference between 


them. But at close range you find 


them utterly different. 


The German officers are usually 
rather stiff and formally polite with- 
out being overly considerate. They 
are uncomp ising and literal. The 
Austrian officers were carefree, reck- 
leas, happy-go-lucky, romantic fel- 
lows who simply overwhelm you with 
kindness. 

I imagine that this laboratory kind 
of war that the Germans have devised

IVANGOR A RAIL HEAD.

It was a test of business ability as 
well as military efficiency. I can’t 
say that the Austrians seemed to dis- 
tinguish themselves in either particu- 
lar. The conditions were very, very 
bad. The place fairly reeked with 
filth. Barrels containing food that 
seemed to have spotled in shipment 
were dumped in a heap near the train 
and smeiied to high heaven. No la- 
trines had been erected for the large 
force of men engaged in the work of 
unloading or for the pioneer corps 
which was restoring a <dynamited 
bridge leading across to the fortress 
of Ivangorod. The stench was kill- 
ing. Although the heat was fearful, 
we had to keep the doors and windows 
of the cars shut tight to keep out the 


I suppose in zustice I should remind

ARMY MOST COURTEOUS. 


But the gentleness and kindness of 
the Austrians overwhelmed us. Ger- 
— officers in these conditions would 

ave clicked their heels together and 
bowed and thereafter ignored us. But 
the mere matter of getting ammuni- 
tion to the front for a couple of army 
corps was put aside as a small and 
immaterial matter when it was learned 
that we wanted to. see the scene of 
the assault upon this historic old 
fortress. The officer in command in- 
stantly quit his job and he would 
still have been Cookstouring us 
around if we had cared to stay. 

The night of our arrival we had 
to scout around for something to eat.

We eat for hours on sidings and 
watched the military trains whirling 
by—troops and artillery and horses 
and whole trains of ammunition and 
Provisions for the front—Red Cross 
trains and occasionally trains loaded 
with captured or broken-down cannon 
going to the rear. Everything had 
the right of way over us. 

During these lonely hours of wait- 
ing, our only amusement was watch- 
Ing the Austrian soldiers. I well re- 
member one desolate little station in 
the middle of a great Polish plain. 
Tt looked very much like some of the 
stations on our own American desert

HURRIED MOTOR CARS.

Gentally, I might remark that the 
car in which I chanced to ride was 
the most superbly elegant automo- 
bile I ever saw.

Here and there ak army 
cot showed where one of the Aus- 
trian officers had gone into house- 
keeping. The old colonel insisted that 
we should see the view from this win- 
dow and from that. One of the rooms 
had been used as a museum and he 
led us into this array of moth-eaten 
old stuffed birds with as courtly an air 
as though it was the British Museum. 

e German officer had brought us 
all the way up from Ivangorod to 
show us some special thing: but we 
never found out what it was. T 
Austrian colonel discovered that we 
had had no luncheon and a look of 
real distress came into his face. He 
hobbled off downstairs as fast as his 
legs could carry him. It 3 no use 
telling him we could not it. He 
simply wouldn't listen. He hustled 
out the cook and a banquet went into 
preparation while the staff 
captain fumed. 

Finally we sat down to a bully din- 
ner in a bare old room. The decora- 
tions of the room touched us all. Two 
or three days before had been the 
birthday of the Emperor of Austria. 
All alone out there, these three or 
four lonely Austrian officers had rev- 
erently celebrated it. The bare old 
room was hung with garlands. 

On one wall hung a flag and under 
it worked out in garlands was the 
name of the Austrian Emperor and 
the year of his birth. And round 
about it were festoons of flowers and, 

Over here we always think of the 
estimable Francis Joseph as a touch 
old bird Who would be a good rid- 
dance. One of the surprises of the 
“front” is the attitude of the Austrian 
officers toward him. 

I recollect one night at Warsaw, 
some of the young officers had looked 
upon a little more yellow wine than 
was entirely good for them.

NO ARBITRATION PACT. 


There is no arbitration convention 
of any sort between Germany and the 
United States but Berlin repeatedly 
proposed arbitral settlement of the 
submarine controversy under the gen- 
eral terms of The Hague convention.

The fiscal year's ship-building rec- 
ord shows a total of 1157 vessels of 
225,122 gross tons constructed in 
American yards and registered under 
the American flag.

WASHINOTON, Dec. 26.—A detailed 
account of the operation and main- 
tenance of the Panama Canal during 
the first ten months and a half after 
its opening to commerce in August, 
1914, is given in the annual report of 
Gov. Goethals of the Canal Zone, made 
public tonight. Final construction 
work just prior to the canal's opening 
also is described in the report, which 
embraces the fiscal year ending June 
30. last, prior to the earth slide which 
blocked the channel. 

Between August 15, 1914, and June 
30. 1915, 530 vessels, representing a 
net Panama Canal tonnage of 1,884,- 
728 and cargo tonnage of 2,125,735 
were passed thr)ugh from Atlantic to 
Pacific and 553 vessels. representing 
a Panama Canal tonnage of 1,958,307 
and a cargo tonnage of 2,844,057, from 
Pacific to Atlantic, making a total of 
1.088 vessels with a net canal tonnage 
of 3.843,35 and a cargo tonnage of 
4.969.792. During this period three 
minor slides interrupted traffic, the 


to 20 and October 31 to November 4, 
1914, and March 4 to 10, 1915. 

CONSTRUCTION COMPLETED. 

Construction of the canal proper, 
except for dredging. excavation and 
construction of the east breakwater at 
Colon, virtually was completed prior 
to this fiscal year. In the old Culebra 
cut, renamed the Gatllard cut, there 
were removed, in the process of con- 
struction during the year, 1,960,617 
cubic yards at an average cost of ap- 
proximately 42 1-4 cents a yard. In 
maintaining the channel—including 
removal of earth deposited by slides— 
there were taken from Gaillard cut 
4,710,566 cubic yards at 
34 2-3 cents a yard and from the 
channel at the Atlantic entrance 
233,301 cubic yards at a cost 
10 1-6 cents a yard. 

“Cucara.v.ua slide,“ the report says, 
“was very active from July to October, 
1914, quiet during the dry season, and 
active again with the beginning of the 
rainy season in April. On the west 
side at Culebra the slide showed little 
activity through the greater part of 
the year, but in June, 1915, the gen- 
eral movement of the bank was notice- 
able, and it was estimated that 5,000,- 
000 cubic yards of material were in 
motion on June 30, 1915, on the west 
side. It is estimated that about 4,- 
000,000 cubic yards will have to be 
removed from the east side.” . 


FINANCIAL SIDE. 


Of the 394,399,149 appropriated by 
Congress to June 30, last, the report 
states that $14,689,873 has been spent 
on fortifications; $750,000 to cover 
three annual payments to the republic 
of Panama; $6,440,000 for the opera- 
tion of the civil government of the 


$4,289,159 for the operation and main- 
tenance of the canal to the end of the 
fiscal year 1915, while stock on hand 
ageregates $2,225.000, leaving $365,- 
$99,116 appropriated for the actual 
construction of the canal and its ad- 
juncts. 

Two million dollars of this was in- 
vested in Goliers and $6,563,067 was 
returned to the Treasury Department 
up to the close of the fiscal year 1915 
as miscellaneous receipts, leaving 
$357,436,048 as the net amount ex- 
pended for the canal, including the 
amount available for work still in 
progress. A drydock, two coaling sta- 
tions and terminal pliers, not included 
in these figures, are yet to be con- 
structed, 

Health conditions in the Canal Zone, 
the report says, were very good dur- 
ing the year.. The total death rate 
from d was reduced from 14.46 
in 1914 to 11.77 im 1915. Victims of 
malaria, the principal cause of disa- 
bility, were reduced 20 per cent. in 
number and the death rate 82 per cent. 
in the year. The admission rate to 
hospitals from typhoid was reduced 
more than 76 per cent., from dysen- 
tery, 50 per cent. and the death rate 
from penumonia was reduced more 
than 39 per cent. 

Labor conditions were excellent. 
More than 6000 men were given trans-

Violations of Neutrality are 
Charged by Foreigners. 


Concessions Prove Source of 
Never-ending S trife. 
Germans and British Quarrel 
Over Their Rights. 


{A. v. FOREIGN CORRYSPONDENCE.} 
SHANGHAI, Nov. 20. — Foreign 
concessions in China have been cen- 
ters of never-ending trouble since the 
beginning of the European war. As 
the result of activities of various bel- 
ligerents in these settlements charges 
and counter-charges have been made 
concerning the violation of China’s 
China is so enmeshed in 
European treaties that it is always 
extremely difficuit to determine her 
actual status with reference to the 
European powers, Practically every 
foreign concession was created un- 
der different conditions, and the com- 
mercial treaties between China and 
the various powers are so varied that 
few diplomatists can harmonize them. 
Newspapers under German control 
at the ‘treaty rts are constantly 
charging that China is violating her 
neutrality by permitting shoes and 
other suppiles to be shipped from 
Shanghai for the use of the Russian 
army. They are aiso voicing protests 
against the shipment of supplies for 
the French and English armies. 

On the other hand, the English and 
French press are loud in their denun- 
ciation of German activities which are 
permitted to contmue on Chinese soil 
under lease to toreign powers. 

The latest ground for complaint of 
this sort was supplied by the capture 
of the Japanese steamer Iro which a

Un the Shameen Isiand at Canton 
much of the British concession has 
passed into the, hands of German 
owners. The presence of these Ger- 
mans is so distasteful to the British 
that they endeavored to find a means 
to expel them. This plan was vetoed, 
however, by Sir Edward Grey, the 
British Minister of Foreign Affairs. 
It was argued by the British residents 
on Shameen that the English sub- 
jects had no right to transfer their 
holdings to the subjects of any other 
nation. China leased this island to 
the British tor 100 years. Many Eng- 
lishmen now owning property on the 
island argued that ieases there could 
be held only by the British subjects, 
and that a trauster of leases to the 
Germans was in violation of the treaty 
between Great Britain and China. 

Another cause for irritation has 
been the circulation of literature sup- 
porting Germany's cause by Maj. 
Dinkelmann, a German officer em- 
ployed by President Yuan Shi-kai as

[St. Joseph News Press:] In 6 
speech at Baltimore last Saturday. 
Charles H. Garsty who has just re- 
turned from Europe, declared that 
Uncle Sam didn’t have a friend among 
the powers of thot continent. Mr 
Grasty is a newspaper man of wide 
experience and a competent observer. 
His statement is startling and one Is 
inclined to regard it with incredul'’ 
at first, but a close view of the sit- 
uation seems to justify his conclusions. 
The balance of power has. indee 
been upset by the war. We are a neu- 
tral nation and that makes all of the 
combatants dislike us; we are sellin 
to all who care to buy and we are 
lending money to all who care to bor- 
row. We are prospering upon the dif- 
ficulties of the others, not throue’ 
our own seeking. but because of the 
force of fortune. It is only un 
nature that we should not be loved in 
circumstances of this kind. 

The lesson of the slutation ts this: 
We must come to depend entirely up- 
on ourselves, We must be preva™ 
against the in will that follows the 
war, otherwise with all of the Euro- 
pean powers of consequence against 
us we are in danger of falling vic- 
tims to the intrizues and design« 
shrewd vindictive and envious nations. 
We must remember that we are ges 
ing with sixteenth century ethics that 
are equipped with twentieth century 
efficiency, which is a most dangerous 
combination. That the United State 
must prepare eagrinst European de- 
signs upon its commerce and 
try and for its national safety is a 
common sense conclusion.

of Edwih Furrer, which occurred at 
the State Hospital at Patton last 
Wednesday, will be arraigned in the 
justice court this morning. It is ex- 
pected their preliminary hearing will 
be set for the middle of this week. 


They have retained 8S. 8. Hahn to rep- 
resent them. 

Furrer was sent to the State . Hos- 
pital from the County Hospital De- 
cember 9. It was discovered his jaw 
was broken in two places and his ribs 
were fracturea. The injuries caused 
his death. ‘ 

Smith, McNulty and Clark had 
charge of taking Furrer and other 
patients from the county institution 
to the State Hospital. At the Cor- 
oner’s inquest, testimony was given 
by some of the other patients that 
the men in charge of the party pum- 
meled Furrer. 

Attorney Hahn stated last night he 
has investigated since he was retained 
to represent the. three men, and he 
has statements from Supt. Whitman 
of the County Hospital, Dr. William- 
son of the Lunacy Commission, and 
Dr. Allen that Furrer was uninjured 
when he left the hospital here. He 
says he visited the hospital at Patton 
and secured a statement from Supt. 
Riley that the injuries of Furrer were 
not discovered until the day after 
Furrer was admitted there. 

Mr. Hahn also states that Robert 
Smith, Who was head nurse in the 
parchopathic Ward at the County Hos- 
pital, has received several anonymous 
letters. declaring the writer knew 
Smith was guilty of inflicting the in- 
juries on Furrer and demanding hush 
money. The attorney said he discov- 
ered yesterday who is the writer of 
these letters and that today Mrs. 
Smith will swear to a complaint and 
a warrant will be secured for the ar- 
rest of this writer on the charge of 
attempted blackmall.

HUNGRY GULLS DRIVEN 
INLAND SEEKING FOOD. 


ONSIDERABLE uneasiness is felt 
locally and at the beach cities 
for the weifare of the sea gulls. 

Lack of food at the beaches and in 
their native haunts has resulted in 
1 of the birds being driven 
finlana by hunger. They have been 
observed during the past few days at 
several points in the San Fernando 
Valley and as far away as Sierra 
Madre, Scores have been observed 
locally and at ponds where fish are 
plentiful, or some effort has been 
made by sympatnetic individuals to 
provide food, they return daily in 
numbers. These in- 
clude not only the ring bills, but those 


who ordinarily remain near the ocean, 
Mrs. William R. Myers of No, 306 


the Audubon Society of California and 
prominently identified with the move- 
ment to protect wild fowl and birds, 
stated yesterday she has been con- 
ducting an investigation of the con- 
dition of the gulls. 

“The matter was first brought to 
my attention by a woman in Ban 
Pedro,” said Mrs. Myers, “and since 
then reports have been made from 
other beach cities. It seems that the 
gulls rely to a great extent upon the 


refuse and offal thrown up on the 
beach. Since the tishermen have 
been handiapped by the rough 
weather and secure poor catches, 
much of the food upon which the 


gulls rely has not been forthcoming.” 

Ford A. Carpenter, the local weath- 
er forecaster and a close observer of 
the gulls, stated yesterday their ap- 
pearance so far inland is the result 
of unusual weather conaitions. 

“The roughness of tne water, due 
to the wind, causes the cooler’ water 
ungernenth to come to tne surface.“ 


he said. “This resuite in tne fish 
seeking the Water farther out to sea, 
Which, being deeper, is less subect to 
variations of temperature and does 


not differ more tnan 19 geg. during 
the year. The rough water also hin- 
ders the ftishing of ine gulis and the 
poor birds are probably hard put to 
Kind.“

of gulls along the coast and they are 
said to annually save large sums of 
money to the beach cities as scaven- 
gers in addition to being instrumental 
in preventing pollution of the water 
and the consequent spread of disease, 
The gulls are protected under the 
Federal statutes relating to the pres- 
ervation of scavenger birds and strin- 
gent penalties are provided for viola- 
tions. Seamen declare the gulls to 
be invaluable assets to sanitation and 
the more superstitious declare dire 
consequences always follow misfor- 
tune among the birds.

Rayfield said 
Gormley was driving at a rate that 
frightened the passengers; that he ap- 
proached the street car at high speed 
and when the woman stepped into the 
path, atternpted to set the brakes, but 
the momentum was so great he could 
not stop the car; that after striking 
Neun the woman the party fied, only 
tc wverturn at Valencia and Shatto 
streew, where Charles was 
Killed.

HE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN A 
PLAGIARIST AND A THIEF. 

The next esthetic cowboy that stalks 
| into The Times eaitorial rooms with a short 
tale which he wishes to dispose of will be 
Kindly invited to prove that he did not copy 
it from some well-known writer of fiction. 

It is, of course, impossible for an editor 
to keep the run of all the magazine short- 
‘story literature that is published, and when 
u new writer appears with what seems to 
be an original narrative something must be 
trusted to his presumed truth and integrity, 
and if he possesses neither of these attri- 
Dates the most careful editor may be 
“stung” by him. 

Early in September Mr. E. H. Hendrik- 
sen, who stated that he had a large ranch 
at Avondale, Ariz., and was connected with 
the cattle markets there, presented himself 
to the magazine editor of The Times with 
a short story which he wished to sell to 
this influential and widely circulated jour- 
nal. Mr. Hendriksen locked and talked like 
the candid bull puncher he claimed to be. 


disordered apparel and the “eye in a fine 
frenzy rolling” of the literary guttersnipe; 
neither did he present any external indica- 
tions of being a liar nor a horsethief; and 
our magazine editor, with that kindly con- 
fidence in human nature which is his dis- 
tinguishing accepted Mr. 
Hendriksen’s story and it was printed in 
The Times Magazine September 18 last un- 
der the title of “The Mysterious Stranger 
on the Train.” 


It was an exceedingly readable, well writ- 
ten and in many respects original narrative, 
and there were touches of feminine deli- 
cacy about it that made the editor wonder 
whether some lady friend of the Arizonan 
had not assisted ir the composition, not of 
the cattleman, but of the story. 

Two days after it appeared The Times 
received a letter from Mrs. Lucy Stone 
Keller of San Diego, in which she stated 
that she was the author of “The Mysterious 
Stranger on the Train;” that she wrote it 
two years before and sold it to the Frank 
A. Munsey Company of New York, by whom 
it was published in September, 1913, in a 
magazine called The Cavalier, under the 
title of “The Old Beau,” and that she had 
written the Munsey Company on the sub- 
ject, ‘ 

Early in October, 1915, 
ceived a communication from the attor- 
neys for the Munsey Com referring to 
a letter received by them Trom Mrs. Keiler, 
and inclosing a copy of the magazine con- 
taining the story of “The Old Beau.” 

A comparison of this story with “The 
Mysterious Stranger on the Train” showed 
that with a slight change of names and io 
calities the stories are the same, verbatim 
et literatim, and that beyond all peradven- 
ture the story of which Mr. Hendriksen 
claimed to be the author, and which he 
sold to The Times Magazine as an original 
production of his own, was copied bodily 
from the story written by Mrs. Keller. 

Mr. Hendriksen, on being applied to for 
an explanation, replied, under date of Sep- 
tember 28, that he was the author of the 
story and that the story was nothing more 
or less than his family history. But he dic 
not explain how Mrs. Keller became ac- 
quainted with the facts, nor how it wa 
that she incorporated them in a story two 
years before he wrote them, nor how it 
was that when he wrote them he copiea 
her story exactly. 

The story written by Mrs. Keller begins 
as follows:

The story of which Mr. Hendriksen 
claimed to be the author begins as follows: 

“He got on at Denver, and so did she.

carried found their way unaided to | 
berth eleven by themselves.” 

Incident by incident, paragraph by para- 
graph, sentence by sentence, the two sto- 
ries are essentially identical. 

As tite story in The Cavalier was 
copyrighted The Times had, through the 
deception practiced upon it, inadvertently 
rendered itself liable to an action for dam- 
ages for invading a copyright. But the Mun- 
sey Company courteously consented to 
waive any proceedings if The Times would 
publish a statement of how it came to print 
the story as an original tale written by Mr. 
Hendricksen, when in truth it was written 
by Mrs. Keller and printed in The Cavalier 
two years before. 

It is in consonance with this understand- 
ing and in justice to Mrs. Keller and to 
itself that The Times now prints this state- 
ment of facts. It is perfectly clear that 
somebody was a plaglarist, and it was not 
Mrs. Keller. 

The Times does not accuse Mr. Hendrik- 
sen of plagiarism. It apprehends that in 
cribbing Mrs. Keller's story from the east- 
ern magazine he was guilty only of uncon- 
scious cerebration, and it is no libel to 
suggest that he is no more guilty of delib- 
erately and knowingly appropriating the 
ideas of another and passing them off as 
his own than would a man be guilty of lar- 
ceny who should, in a fit of somnambulism, 
and dreaming that he was freezing, stroll 
into your front and swipe your over- 
coat, under the erroneous somnambulistic 
impression that it was his own garment. 
Webster defines a plagiarist as “one who 
plagiarizes or purloins the writings of an- 
other and passes them off as his own.” A 
plagiarist differs from a larcenist in that 
the latter is guilty of “the unlawful taking 
and carrying away of things personal with 
intent to deprive the right owner of the 
same.“ 

There is a tendency among persons who 
are unaccustomed to draw nice distinctions 
to regard a piagiarist as being as much of a 
thief as a larcenist. This is all wrong, for a 
plagiarist is not a thief, he is only a pla- 
giarist. If you write a story and an ambi- 
tious and rapacious scribbler abstracts your 
manuscript, puts his own name to it as the 
author, and sells it to an enterprising and 
widely circulated journal, he has committed 
the crime of larceny and a cell yawns for 
him. But if he waits until you have pub- 
lished the story in a distant magazine, and 
then copies it—making only a few trifling 
changes in the narrative—affixes his name 
to it and sells it to a newspaper—The 
Times Magazine, for instance—as his own,

Times, on December 13, that unless it will 
pay him the agreed price for “The Myste- 
rious Stranger on the Train”—which pay 
was withheld because of the revelations of 


Mrs. Keller—he will be compelled to turn it 
over to his lawyer for legal procedure, and 


he assures The Times beforehand that “the 
expenses so caused will not be small: 

He doubtless means the expenses to him- 
self will not be small, for The Times will 
relieve his apprehensions by assuring him 
that its expenses in defending any lawsuit 
he may bring will not embarrass it to the 
extent of compelling it to — publica- 
tion. 

The Times, in will refrain 
from the kindly suggestion that if Mr. Hen- 
driksen shall not be able to find constant 
and profitable employment as a writer of 
short stories, or rather, a transcriber of 
short stories written by other people, he 
might hire himself out to a dime museum 
propriejor as an exhibition of a monu- 
mental gall. 


HK FORD FIASCO AND D 
RECOMMENDATION. 

The pacificists gasped when they read 
the newspapers on Christmas morning. 
They were confronted in one column with 
the details of the Ford peace fiasco, and in 
another with the confidential report of our 
naval board, in which American supremacy 
on the seas was advocated by Admiral 


Dewey. 


The Ford flasco is something more than a 
joke to be laughed at and dismissed with 
epigrams and clever cartoons. It epito- 
mizes the futility of good intentions, sincer- 
ity and nobility of. purpose when lacking 
he ballast of common sense. 

Admiral Dewey's recommendation that 


America shall have a naval power second 


to none” is something more than the report 
of a business agent for the armament trust 
drumming up trade. 

On considering the situation of America 
as the war in Europe has developed, no 
American can deny that this country is des- 
perately in need of following the advice of 
practical, experienced men rather than the 
effervescent “sincerity” of dreamers who 
think ethical discussions can cura Mars 
from his course. | 

Perhaps Admiral Dewey has made his 
recommendation stronger than most people 
will approve of, for what America wants is 
not a navy or army to dominate the world, 
but a naval and military force that will ad- 
equately protect the country from such rav- 
ages as have befallen Belgium, France, 
Poland and Serbia. 

But the advantages of a mighty navy were 
never in all history so forcibly manifest as 
today. Wherever Germany's frontiers have 
been contiguous to those of her enemy she 
has made smashing onslaughts and cained 
territory. But the paths of the sea are 
closed. 

England's naval strength has been such 
that she has seen fit to change arbitrarily 
the law of contraband and to seize ships 
and cargoes of neutrals. By the recent rev- 
elations of Consul-General Skinner we 
learned that England, by right of her undis- 


puted sea power, was able to and did de- | 


clare contraband the goods of neutral coun- 
tries which her own merchants were ex- 
porting. American gxporters in New York 
have been compelled to place themselves 
under the supervision of English merchants 
and to agree not to try to sell goods, ex- 
cept where and to whom the English mer- 
chants shall specify. 

A big navy and a big army give prestice 
to diplomats and statesmen. Without the 


navel and military strength to back them 
up, diplomats must beg or bluff for their 
points, and these points are usually either 
the*rights or advantages of their country- 
men. Most nations are honestly consider- 
ate when their own interests are not vitally 
concerned; but in times of war they are 
likely to be as ruthlesg with the rights of 
neutrals as they dare, and they dare be 
very ruthless with the lives and property 


of neutrals who are in a poten Se ae. 


nothing more than complain. 

Thus has America suffered in a state of 
neutrality. If we ourselves were thrown 
into a war, especially if we continue to 
hearken to the policies of Henry Ford and 
Mr. Bryan, the country would be in a de- 
plorable plight. Our navy is perhaps as 
good per ship as any in the world, but it is 
the smallest in the world in ratio to the 
sea coast to defend. That is, it is the 
smallest of the/first-class powers. 

And it is stupidity to place against the 
advice of such men as George Dewey, 
William H. Taft, Leonard Wood—mefi ex- 
perienced in state craft and military affairs, 
who urge the necessity of protection—the 
urgings of such men as Bryan and Ford— 
Ford, who sought to establish world peace 
and whose own little peace party ended in 
wrangling and quarrels; and Bryan, whose 
knowledge of naval affairs is so slight that 
while Secretary of State he issued a formal 
invitation asking the Swiss navy to visit 
America! 


EXICAN CONCESSIONS AND MAI 
CAN BANKS, 

All acts, contracts and concessions of 
the Huerta and Conventionists governments 
in Mexico have been formally nullified by 
President Carranza and their holders nott- 
fled that it would be necessary them to 
make new applications “exactly as though 
no such concessions had heretofore ex- 
isted.” 

The general banking law of Mexico pro- 
vides that the cash balance in each bank 
must never come below the half of the 
value of its notes in circulation added to 
the amount of deposits returnable on sight 
or on two or three days’ notice or less, and 
that no bank shall be authorized to issue 
notes of a greater amount than three times 
its paid-up capital. 

That seems to mean that with $1,000,000 
capital a bank may issue $3,000,000 of notes, 
of which it may loan one-half, but must 
keep the other half on hand to pay depost- 
tors. 

That, when you cipher it down, means 
that a Mexican bank with $1,000,000 capital 
can loan $3,000,000. The bank first draws 
interest on its $1,000,000 capital, and next 
draws interest on $1,500,000 of the $3,000,- 
000 of notes which it issues, and lastly, 
draws interest on $1,500,000 of its deposi- 
tors’ money, which is secured by that 
amount of its own promises to pay. In brief, 
on its actual capital of $1,000,000 it draws 
interest on $4,000,000. Like the old Yankee 
capitalist, it “lives on the 2 of what 
it owes. =

LEASE MAGNESITE LAND. | 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 
PORTERVILLE, Dec. 24.—Officials’ 


have slosed a lease for seventy-six 
acres of magnesite-bearing lands sit- 
uated two miles north of Porterville 
on the line of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad. This lease is aside from 
jtheir ownership of 170 acres of sim- 
Har land on Magnesite Hill, east of 
here, and gives them control over 
millions of tons of the mineral. 

As a direct result of the embargo 
against the shipments of . magnesite 
from countries now at war, contracts 
for the calcined ore, aggregating 
more than 20,000 tons per month, are 
being filled from five local mines, all 
of which are working at top speed. 
| New rates on magnesite have been. 


Pacific. According to C. 8. Woody, 
president ef the Porterville Magnesite 
Company, this new freight rate will 
make the industry a permanent one 
even at the close of the war. 

About $4,000,000 worth of mag- 
nesite is being absorbed annually by 
steel milis, and new uses for the ore 
in the manufacture of plaster, cement

SACRAMENTO, Dec 24.—En- 
gineers representing the Guggenheim 
interests have taken over the Valley 
View copper mine, adjoining the 
Dairy Farm property near Lincoln, 
tor a reported price of $25,000. The 
Valley View is on the same vein sys- 
tem as the Dairy Farm, one of the 
leading copper producers of the State, 
and it is stated the property will be 
worked along the same progressive 
lines. Conditions at the mine more 
closely approach those in the great 
porphyry producers of Nevada and 
Utah than elsewhere tn California. 

Besides operating copper mines in 
the central districts of the State, the 
Guggenheims have recently devoted 
much attention to gold-dredging 
properties hereabouts. 

The Pittsburgh Silver Peak Com- 
Pany of Nevada has provided elec- 
trical power for the recently-acquired 
Rawhide mine by building a trans- 
mission line from Copperopolis. Addi- 
tional electrical apparatus has been 
installed and new equipment providea, 
and unwatering of the shaft is pro- 
ceeding rapidly. Shipments of mill- 
ing machinery from Nevada are un- 
| der way. 

Seattle capitalists are preparing 
Plans to operate suction es on 
the north fork of the Feather River, 
near Quincy. Work will be centered 
on Rich Bar, which produced much 
gold in pioneer days; the bed of the 
river will now be given chief atten- 
tion. Divers will be employed to lo- 
cate the large boulders, which will 
be removed from the river bed by 
derricks. 

Mining is in full swing at the Bran- 
dy City hydraulic mines, with an 
abundance of water available for the 
giants. In the past few weeks much 
gravel has been blasted down for the 
monitors, 22,000 pounds of.dynamite 
being used in the largest shot, which 
-dislodged thousands of tons of gravel 
from the high banks. The restrain- 
ing barriers have been strengthened 
and all arrangements made for a sea- 
son of heavy production. The prop- 
erty is the leading hydraulic mine 
in Central California. 

Mining is being carried on more 
briskly at Masonic at present than 
since the boom days of six years ago 
The rich discoveries made in the Se- 
rita have stimulated prospecting at 
numerous properties, and encourag- 
ing developments are reported from 
several claims. In the Serita one of 
the new veins is said to be thirty feet 
wide with practically all the ore oi 
milling character. 

START LONG TUNNEL. 


The Mammoth Copper Company 
has started the driving of one of 
the longest tunnels ever projected by 
a California mining concern. It will 
be seven and one-half feet high, eight 
and one-half feet wide, and 5000 feet 
long. It has been started from the 
Friday-Lowden estate and will tap the 
main Mammoth ore bodies at a depth 
of 400 feet below the present lowest 
workings. It will cost about $100,000. 
Six hungdred men are now employed 
in the ammoth properties, and the 
company is recording the best year 
in its splendid history. In addition 
to the heavy output of copper, the 
company is shipping 250 tons of high- 
grade zine ore to eastern plants, and 
producing much gold and silver. 

The vein lately encountered on the 
1300-foot level of the Gladstone mine, 
at French Gulch, has improved ma- 
terially with developments and much 
ore is going to the thirty-stamp mill 
from this point. The underground 
force has been increased to fifty men. 

ASKS HEAVY DAMAGES. 


Alleging the defendant failed to 
sell its holdings after agreeing to do 
so, and after the first payment had 
been accepted, G. W. Langan has 
started suit against the Mariposa Com- 
mercial & Mining Co. for $1,500,000, 
The suit involves title to the Mari- 
posa and Mt. Bullion mines, together 
with the townsite of Mt. Ophir. The 
properties are located on the south- 
erly section of the mother lode and 
are considered highly valuable, al- 
though no work of importance has 
been done in the past few years. In 
the suit it is asserted that the com- 
pany agreed to sell its holdings for 
$1,000,000, but failed to do so. The 
suit hsa attracted much interest, as it 
was recently announced that power- 
ful New York capitalists had opened 
negotiations for the holdings. 

The Poundstone mine, formerly 
known as the East Eureka, at Sutter 
Creek, has been formally taken over 
by the Sutter Creek Mining Company, 
a corporation recently incorporated 
by California capitalists.

war orders—most of them placed with 
n injunction of secrecy—have been 
eceived in the past month or six 
weeks by those American corporations 
whose operations are all but indispen- 
sable to the allies. Some of these 
companies have sold their entire out- 
put of munitions five and six years 
ahead. Many of them have con- 
tracted for continuous delivery for 
two years. 

These new and largely inc 
orders, it is learned, have impressed 
officers of big munitions companies as 
of the highest significance for the 
reason that at about the time the 
negotiations for the $500,000,000 An- 
gio-French loan were in their final 
stages there was a lull in the placing 
of orders, and this inactivity con- 
tinued for some time after conclusion 
of the negotiation. The reluctance of 
the allies to place new contracts in 


peace negotiations might be under- 
taken in the then near future. But in 
the last month orders to some com- 
panies have been doubled and 
trebled as well as placed for delivery 
in the remote future, and now the con- 
clusion among munitions makers is 
that the allies expect the war to be 
long drawn out. ; 
PEACE BUT A TRUCE? 

Reasons for placing orders for de-

THE INCOME TAX. 


Information Secured of the Number 

of Persons Who Draw a Heavy 

Revenue from Investments. 

{Washington Post; There is food 
for interesting specUiation in the re- 
port of the Internal Revenue Bureau, 
which discloses that the total num- 
ber of persons taxed in the United 
States under the income tax law last 
year was 357,515. Of this number of 
taxpayers, 282,906 were married per- 
sons, 51,729 single men, 22,980 single 
women and 3985 married women mak- 
ing returns separate from those of 
their husbands. 


Ot course, any tax which reaches 


such a small proportion of the total 
population is in the mature of class 
lexisiation. It puts a tax upon in- 
itiative and success. The figures are 
interesting, however, in that they dis- 
close that while there is still plenty 
of room at the top for the man climb- 
ing upward, the great fortunes of the 
United States are by no means con- 
centrated in a few hands. 

‘It ig interesting to note that there 
are more persons in the United States 
having incomes excdéeding $500,000 
a year than there are those who have 
incomes of between $400,000 and 
$500,000, When most people think 
of multimillionaires the names that 
come to ir minds are generally 
those of Morgan, Rockefeller and 
Carnegie, but the tables show that 
there are no leas than 174 persons 
in the United States who have incomes 
exceeding $500,000 a year. Taking 
it for granted that they have ficured 
their interest at 5 per cent. the for- 
tunes of these persons must amount 
to $10,000,000. 

It is curious to note that there are 
fewer persons who have incomes be- 
tween 3400,00 and $590,000, the
